Less than fifty feet from the
new- - Fairbrother building--, at Tepth
and G streets southwest, there Is a.
large frame building used as a ware-
house. In It old barrels and other In-

flammable material is stored.
The report submitted to Commissioner

Harding was the outgrowth of a. re
quest made by F. A. Fenning. chair-
man of the Board of Trade committee
on public schools, for exact Information
concerning the fire risk In the city's
school buildings.

The municipal architect goes Into the
fire protection matter In detail, begin-
ning with the report, submitted in J9n$
of a committee, composed of three ar-
chitects and two builders, named to in-
vestigate the Arc danjer and to make
recommendations to Increase the safety
of the buildings.

This committee reported that "many
of the older buildings were not built
fireproof over 'the furnaces, but during
the past year most of them have been
fire examined or fire protected. An ex-
amination of the staircases in District
school buildings shows that general
they are of ample size."

Recommendations Followed.
This committee made recommen-

dations for improvements to decrease
the chances of accident in caso of Are
and the report states "their recom-
mendations have been, followed."

Mr. Ashford then quotes the report
of the superintendent of repairs for
1911, as follow?:
